Under the Department of Commerce’s FOIA regulations, 15 CFR 4.6(d)(3) we have aggregated 
these requests and will be processing one response to both requests. 

Pursuant to 15 CFR 4.11, four requester categories and associated chargeable fees are provided. 
We are classifying you under the “Commercial Use Requesters” category. Therefore, you are 
responsible for the costs of search, review, and duplication.. Therefore, we are including a fee 
estimate below. 

You requested that we inform you of the total charges in advance of fulfilling your request. The 
cost of processing your aggregated request is as follows: 

The search costs are as follows for the time frame January 1, 2018 to September 30, 2018: 

2019-001412 - a preliminary search yielded an estimated at 35,706 unique documents 
2019-001549 - a preliminary search yielded an estimated 26,510 unique documents 



Our preliminary estimate for processing this aggregated request is therefore 66,216 documents. 

Search time - 2 hours x $56 professional hourly rate = $112 
Review time - 995 hours x $56 professional hourly rate = $55,720 
Total Fees - $55,832 

Because the total anticipated fees exceed $250.00 or more, you must make an advance payment 
of the entire anticipated fee before we can begin to process the request. You may wish to discuss 
the possibility of narrowing your request in order to meet your needs at a lower cost. 

Your agreement to pay fees must be made in writing, must designate an exact dollar you are 
willing to pay, and must be received within 30 calendar days from the date of the notification of 
this fee estimate. If you fail to submit an agreement to pay the anticipated fees within 30 calendar 
days from the date of this notice, along with either a check for the full amount of total fees, we 
will presume that you are no longer interested, and your aggregated requests will be closed. 

In addition, we require clarification as to the scope of your request. It is not clear from your 
request whose records you mean for us to search when you state “director's office (or equivalent)” 
and “executive director (or equivalent)”. Please provide the names of the employees whose 
records you wish to have searched, or the position titles used by the Department. This information 
must also be provided within 30 calendar days from the date of this letter, or we will presume 
that you are no longer interested and your aggregated requests will be closed.
